FOREWORD. 



RISBANB'S share in the War was indirect, the strife being far removed from its 
purview. Nevertheless the war activities of the metropolis of Queensland were 
I many and varied. As the centre of training and the port of departure of the 
troops, Brisbane's citizens were in the thick of the preparations and the arrange- 
ments for the comfort and welfare of the soldiers who went away to fight the country's 
battles on the other side of the world. Ceremonial marches, scenes of farewell, work 
for the Red Cross, for Comfort's Funds, for the sustenance of those who were left 
behind, and the hundred and one interests associated with the despatch and maintenance 
of our armies abroad played a large share in their daily life throughout the long years 
of war, and served to bring distraction from the heart-breaking, wearying suspense of 
waiting for news of absent ones. These local activities were the salvation of many a 
mother's or wife's reason ; in work they could find forgetfulness, at least for a time, 
and work they did, with heart and soul. 

In the pages which follow are given glimpses of the war as it was seen in 
Brisbane — the training and despatch of our soldiers, their parades through the streets, 
their departure from our shores, their homecoming, and some of the many efforts made 
to secure men and money to help to make the world a better place to live in and at 
the same time to minimise the hardships of the fighting men ; and finally the rejoicings 
which marked the cessation of hostilities and. the happy consummation of the aim of the 
Allies — the subjugation of the monster whose callous greed and arrogance had thrown 
the world into choas.
